If a Man is deſirous to take up Money by Ex- 
change, and is not known to the Party that is to 
deliver the Money; or if the Perſon that would 
take up Money by Exchange, is not thought 
ſafficient Credit by the Deliverer ; thereupon the 
Deliverer defires another Perſon may be bound 
with the Taker forthe Money that is to be deli- 
ver'd by Exchange: This may be done two ways: 


" Firſt, The Taker may make three Bills of Ex- 


change, firſt, ſecond, and third, all of one Te- 
nor and Date, for the Money he is to take up, in 
the uſual Form ; payable ro the Party who is the 
Deliverer of the Money, or to his Order, for the 
Value receiv'd of himſelf; and the Party who is 
the Surety, may only ſubſcribe the third Bill with 
the principal Taker, orDrawer, which third Bill 
the Deliverer may keep by him for his Security.

Never make your Bills of Exchange payable 
to ſach a Perfon, naming his Name, or to the 
Bearer" hereof, which is very dangerous; but al- 


ways make them payable to ſuch a Perſon, or his 


Order, or his Aſſigns, or the like; for a Bill that 
ſhall be made payable to Lawrence Morſter, or the 
Bearer hereof, may chance to miſcarry, or come 
to a wrong Man's Hands, and he may go and 
receive the Money upon ſuch a Bill, and the 
Panty to whom of Right it ought to be paid, may 
know nothing of it, and he that paid it will pro- 
duce the Bill it ſelf for his Warrant, to pay it to 
whomſpever ſhould bring it; ſo that you may 
chance to loſe your Money, and. may be your 


Friend that you drew your Bill upon, may be 


5 ſuſpected to have a hand in it: To prevent this 
Inconveniency, be mindful of making your Bills

Such is the Excellency of a Bill of Exchange, 
that according to the Law of Merchants, there is 
never any Witneſs requited to be preſent to fee the 
Drawer, or Party that under writes the Bill, ſub- 


ſeribe 


—_ 
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ſcribe his Name, or to be preſent when the Party 
under writes his Acceptance thereof; for it is ſup- 
— that thoſe which deal by Exchange are 
Men of Credit, whom it doth concern to acknow- 
ledge their Subſcriptions, and to take Care the 
Bills be punctually paid and diſcharged, as much 
as it does the Deliveres and Party to whom 
it is made payable, to look after their Money, 
and demand Payment when it is due. And if it 
Mould 8 that the Drawer, or Accepter, 
Mould preſume to deny their Subſcription, it may 
be eaſily proved againſt them by their Letters, in 
comparing one with another, and by the Conſe- 
quences of the Draughts, and Books of Accompts, 
and by ſeveral other Circumſtances. This Caſe 
doth ſeldom or never fall out ; becauſe if a Man 
ſhould deny his Hand to a Bill of Exchange, it 
will certainly ruin his Credit; beſides, it is ſuch 
a poor ſhift, he can find no room to avoid Pay- 
ment; and if he ſhould be ſo unadviſed as to 
ſtand it out, and it be proved againſt him (beſides 
other Damages) he will loſe his Credit. 


No ſuch thing as three Days allowed ſor Acceptance. þ 


When you receive a Bill of Exchange, either 
Outland or Inland, it is proper to preſent the Bill 
as ſoon as poſhble you can, to the Party it is drawn 
upon, for Acceptance; for if he ſhould refuſe to 
accept the Bill, you may cauſe a Proteft to be 
made preſently for Non-acceptance, and ſend it 
away by the firſt Poſt ; for according to the Cuſtom 
of Merchants here in London, there is no ſuch 
thing as three Days ceſpite allowed for Acceptance 
before you can Proteſt it: but as ſoon as the Bill 
has been preſented, and Acceptance refuſed, you 
may Proteſt the Bill the very ſame Day, Twenty 
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Twenty four Hours commonly allowed for Acceptance. 


If the Party to whom the Bill of Exchange is 
directed is a Merchant you know very well, 
and when you preſent the Bill to him to accept it, 
he ſhould infift upon ſuch a Time to conſider of it, 
and fo ſhall deſire yon to leave your Bill with him, 
and to call for it the next Day (provided the Poſt 
does not go in the Interim) and that then he will 

ive you an Anſwer; in this he demands nothing 
nt what is uſual between Merchant and Mer- 
chant; for according to the Cuſtom of Merchants, 
the.

vant, but there muſt be Hand and Seal, and Wit-

becauſe that he ſhould have taken Care to have 
directed the Bill that it might have been accepted 
by ſome body, and the Drawer is juſtly to bear the 
Charges thereof for his Omiſſion and Overſight; 
though, I muſt confeſs, if the Perſon the Bill is 
preſented to has Advice of the Bill from the 
88 he may, upon ſufficient Ground, accept 
the Bill upon that Advice, although the Directions 

to him be omitted upon the Bill; however, it is 
an Error and an Overſight in the Drawer, in omit- 
ting to direct his Bill of Exchange, and if his 
Friend ſhould ſuffer it to be proteſted, it is but 
5 he deſerves for committing ſuch an Over- 
ght.

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| The Drawer repays the value upon Proteſt. 


If a Bill is made payable to one Man for the 
value of another, and the Party the Bill is drawn 
upon, has accepted the Bill, but at the time it 
falls due he fails in the Payment, whereupon Pro- 
teſt is made for Non-payment ; and by virtue of 
that Proteſt, the Perſon that deliver'd the Value, 
recovers Satisfaction of the Drawer: In this caſe, 
the Drawer is diſcharg'd againſt the Parties the 

Bill was made Ve reg⸗ to, either immediately in 
the Bill, or mediately by the Aſſignment or Align 
ments, were there never ſo many on the Bill; ſo 
that neither the Perſon the Bill was made payable 
to, nor any other Perſons the Bill ſhall be af- 

 fignd to, ought to moleſt or trouble the Drawer, 
or legally, according to the Law of Merchants, 
can ſue or proſecure the Drawer, becauſe he has 
already repaid the Moncy to the right Party, 
whoſe Receipt, and Diſcharge. for the fame, is a 
ſafficient Releaſe againſt all further Trouble which 
may happen to be made upon him by any Perſon 
whatſoever; neither can he to whom the Bill is 
firſt made payable (if but an Aſſign of the Deli- 
verer) proſecute the Accepter (after the Drawer 
has given Satisfaction to the Party that deliver'd 
the value) no more than my Aſſign can Proteſt and 
Proſecute a Surety upon a Bond made payable unto 
me after I have recery'd Satisfaction from the Prin- 
cipal ; for although it muſt be confeſsd in this 
Caſe, the Acgepter is not wholly diſcharg'd, for it 
is ſuppoſed he did accept the Bill by order of the 
Drawer, or for ſome other Account, to whom he 
muſt therefore be anſwerable ; yet in reference to

The Merchants of Europe cuſtomarily allow a 
certain Time to the Accepter, over and above 
what is expreſſed in the Bills for the Payment of 
the Sum, and this is what is called Time of Grace 
or Favour, which differs according to the Cuftom 
of the Places the Bills of Exchange fhall be drawn

At London they allow three Days of Grace; at 
Amſterdam, Rotterdam, Middleburgh, Antwerp, Co- 
logn, Breſlaw, and Venice, 6 Days; at Frankfort,

at Naples, eight Days; at Dantzick, Paris, Rouen,

at Madrid, Secil, and all Spain, fourteen Days; at

or any Place of Holland or Zeland, draws upon 

| Amſterdam, or Amſterdam upon any of thoſe 
Places, Uſance is counted one Month, double

At Amſterdam, they commonly count the U- 
ſance of Frankfort, Nuremburgh, Auxburgh, Vienna, 
and the other Places. of Germany; of Liepfick or 
Naumburgh, fourteen Days; half Uſance, ſeven 

Days; and double Uſance, twenty eight Days. 


The Uſance of London upon France, Holland, 
Brabant, Zeland, Flanders, and Hamburgb, is one 
Month, or thirty Days, two Uſance ſixty Days; 

upon Madrid, Cadiz, Sevil, and all Spain ; upon 
Lisbon, Oporto, and all Portugal, two Months, or 
60 Days; upon Genoa, Venice, Leghorn, and all

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The Uſance of Amſterdam upon Frankfort, Nu- 
remburgh, Vienna, and the other Places of Ger- 
many, is fifteen Days, two Uſance thirty Days, 
1 + Uſance 23 Days, and half Uſance $ Days.

Some Infi rudtions and Obſervations upon Letters of 
: | Credit. : 


The chiefeſt Means of Correſpondency and 
Trade between Merchant and Merchant; from one 
Place or Country to another, doth conſiſt, and is 
ſu ported by Letters Miſſive, from one to another, 
which Letters, if not countermanded, are bind- 
ing, and may ferve for ſufficient Proof, according 


to 


. 
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to the Law of Merchants, in caſe of Difpute ; 


and it is for this Reaſon Merchants commonly 
Copies of the Letters that they write to their Cor- 
reſpondents, whereby they know at any time what 
Orders they have given, and to whom ; and theſe 
Letters have ſeveral Appellations, tho' they all 
ſerve for Advice and Orders, yet ſome are more 

articularly call'd Letters of Commiſhon, others, 
L of Advice, others are call'd Freight-Letters, 


and others Letters of Credit. Letters of Com- 


miſſion are for buying or ſelling of Goods, freight- 


ing of Ships, taking up Money or remittin 


Money, and the like. Letters of Advice 8 
as I write to my Friend, Correſpondent, or Prin- 
cipal, adviſing them of Money drawn or remitted 
by Exchange. Freight-Letters are ſuch as are 
written upon the freighting, or taking to Freight, 
any Ship or Veſſel, or any Tunnage thereof, in- 
forming what Tunnage is taken to Freight, and 
what Freight is to be paid for the ſame. Letters 
of Credit are properly ſuch as are written to fur- 


 niſh Money by Exchange upon the Credit of the 


Perſon that writes the Letter: Theſe Letters of 
Credit (in regard they do more immediately con- 
cern the Honour and Credit of the Party that“ 
writes the ſame) muſt needs be look'd upon to be 
of the greateſt Importance, and moſt binding to 
the Party or Parties that underwrite the ſame, and 
is good Security to the Party it is directed to, or 
concern d therein. | 


Letters of Credit, for furniſhing of Money by 
Exchange are of two ſorts, the one General, and 
the other Special. A General Letter of Credit is, 
when I write my open Letter, dire ted to all Mer- 
chants and others that ſhall furniſh Money ee 

; ch 
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fuch and ſuch Perſons upon this my Letter of .Cre- 
dit, wherein, 1 whereby I do bind my ſelt, that 
what Money ſhall be by them deliver'd unto the 
Party or Parties therein mention'd, within ſuch a 
Time, and at ſuch and fuch Rates (or in general 
Terms, at the Price Current) I do thereby bind 
my ſelf for to be · accountable and anſwerable for 
the ſame to be repaid according to the Bill or Bills 
ef Exchange, which upon the Receipt of the 
Money fo furniſh'd, ſhall be given or deliverd for 
the ſame ; and if any Money ſhould be fo fur- 
niſn'd upon this my General Letter of Credit, 


and Bulls of Exchange, given and charged, drann 


or directed to me, although when the Bills come 
to Hand, and are preſented to me, I ſhould refuſe 
Acceptance, yet according to the Cuſtom of Mer- 
_ chants, I am bound, and am liable to pay thoſe 
Bills of Exchange, by ;virtue of my General Let- 
ter of Credit, becauſe thoſe Perſons that furniſh 
the Money, have not ſo much regard to the Abi- 
lities of the Parties that take up the Money, as 
to me who has given my Letter of Credit for the 
ſame, and npon whole Credit meerly, it might pro- 
perly be ſaid, the Money was deliver'd. 


A Special Letter of Credit is, when a Merchant, 
at the Requeſt of another Perſon, writes his open 
Letter of Credit, directed to his Correſpondent, 
or Factor, giving him Otders to furniſh Tuch a 
Perſon (naming his Name) with ſuch a Sum of 


Money, at one or more times, and to charge it to 
the Account of the Merchant that writes the Let- 
ter of Credit ; and to take Bills of Exchange, or 
Receipts, for the Money he ſhall fo furniſh the 
Perſon withal. It is very convenient the Mer-

Letter of Credit is written, to give good Security 
by Bond, or otherwiſe, to the Merchant that gives

'receiv'd by Virtue of the ſaid Letter of Credit; 


for the Merchant, by his Letter of Credit, ſtands 
ſufficiently bound to his Correſpandent; and there-
